THE CLOCK DOCTOR. 


HIS SYSTEM OF CURING SICK AND 
DISABLED TIMEPIECES, 


The Secret by Which a Yankee Me- 
chanic Out of Work Made an Easy 
Living—His Imposing Array of 

_ Toole and the Enchanted Can. 


A man employed as a fitter of parts or 
finisher of clock movements in a Connect- 
icut clock factory received notice some 
years ago that the entire plant would, on 
@ stated day, close its doors for an indeti- 
nite period, owing to the business depres- 
sion then prevailing throughout the coun- 
try. On the appointed day he and the 
other hands left their benches. For the 
first week or so idleness seemed to him 
like a needed vacation, but as the days 
rolled by without any prospect of a re- 
sumption of work be had to consider bow 
he was going to earn his living. 

Plowing or driving a truck team was 
out of the question with him, and he final- 
ly decided to fit up a wagon and drive 
about the country tinkering clocks, Ac- 
cordingly a light rig was secured and 
fitted out with queer Joking hammers, 
duck billed pinchers and what not. Then 
to give an imposing air to the outfit he 
added a miscellaneous assortment of ex- 
tra parts of clocks, such as dials, pointers, 
verges, clock springs, etc. Most impor- 
tant of all was the ingenuity and good na- 
bh of a Yaukee which he supplied him- 
self. 

Driving leisurely along over the coun- 
try roads he would pick out a house, 
alight, hitch his horse to a hospitable post

CUTTING DIAMONDS, 


The Various Stages of a Delicate and ad 
Interesting Process, » 


“The diamond, when mined,” said an 
expert, “is very often of a shap™™se.up 
even that, in preference to cutting palt 
off and letting that part go to dust, ar 
was formerly done, incisions are now 
made running with the grain of the dia» 
mond, The incision is made with the 
sharp edge of another diamond, The 
cleaving knife is then inserted and given 
a sharp tap, and the stone will split as 
the grain runs, and thus two or more 
stunller but better shaped diamonds are 
made. 

“After the diamond is cleft it is neces. 
sary to do the rough cutting technically 
known as ‘bruting.” This is done by 
aflixing two diamonds on the ends of 
two boxwood sticks with a very hard 
coment. One is thea rubbed against the 
other, and ‘diamond cuts diamond.’ They 
are held over a cutting box having two 
iron pegs for levers and containing finely 
perforated brass pans, through which 
the dust falls, the chips remaining io the 
top pan, 

“The stone, having been cut to the sat- 
isfaction of the master, is taken to the 
polishing room, where a setter selects a 
suitable sized brase cup, called a ‘dope,’ 
fills it with a mixture of lead and tin 
aud celts it in a gas flame, Having 
worked the solder te its proper shape he 
places the diamond in the center, leaving 
only a very small part exposed. A mark is 
made on the solder before It becomes 
thoroughly set, and then the stone ts 
passed ow to the polisher, By the mark 
made on the solder the latter knows at 
once the precise run of the grain and the 
way in which it will polish to the best 
advantage ou the mill, 

“The first operation is the making of 
the ‘table’ of the diamond. This done, it 
is handed back to the setter that he may 
take it out of the solder and geset it for 
the first corner, called the flat corner, 
The solder is agaia marked to Indicate 
to the polisher the run of the grain of 
this particular corner, and 80 the process 


| is continued until the diamond is polished 


throughout, very facet has a name, 
and every name denotes the grain and 
how to polish that particular facet. The 
polisher uses a circular disk composed of 
soft, porous iron, so that as the diamond 
is polished away in the form of dust It 
enters the pores of the iron, the result 
belug that we have the diamond eutting 
the diamond again, 

“Without the assistance of the diamond 
dust the iron would not make the slightest 
impression on the diamond, ‘The polish 
ing wheel or disk is propelled by steam 
power and makes 2,000 to 8,000 rerolu- 
tious in @ minute, Before the silently re- 
volving disks you will see men so intent 
upon their work that they have eyes for 
nothing else; for, notwithstanding the 
perfection of the machinery, the skill of 
the workmen remains of primal impor- 
tanee. It is with thelr fingers and thumbs 
that they adjust the points, edges and 
facets of the diamond with extreme ac 
curacy, keeping them constantly moist 
with diamomd dust and olive oil, ‘The 
thuinhs of the workmen, being used con- 
tinually and with much force, become 
greatly enlarged. 

“The beauty of a cut or finished stone 7 
depends so much upon the form and posl- 
tion of the facets that a moderately fine 
stone, well cut and polished, is of far 
greuter value than a large one less artis- 
tically worked. It sometimes bappens 
that the lapidary receives a stone of very 
unfortunate shape, His duty will, there- 
fove be to take all possible care to pre- 
serve its size and, hiding Its faults, give 
it such a form as shall send it forth with 
the greatest weight consistent with beau- 
ty and brillianey.’

A REAL TALKING MACHINE. 


An Invention Which Itself Speaks, Not 
Merely Reproduces *p. ech. 

A remarkable triumph in mechani- 
cal invention has just been achieved 
by Dr. Marage, who has succeeded 
in constructing a machine that can 
utter plainly and distinctly the five 
Inu, @, i, o, u. 

h muny attempts have been 

m at this, it is only now that 

SUecess has been attained, and be 

f long we may expect to have a 
achine that can really talk, 

Of course, the phonograph is not a 
talking machine, because it merely 
gives off a record that has wlready 
been made upon a cylinder by an 
actual huma: voice. Dr. Marage’s 
machine, however, creates the vowel 
sounds at first hand. 

This machine has been constructed 
60 «as to reproduce the interior of a 
person's mouth while pronouncing 
the different vowels, using the plas- 
tic substance employed by dentists. 

These false mouths, as it were, 
are made of plaster Paris, and are 
fitted by sirens giving the appre- 
priate combinations of sounds. Dr. 
Marage then sets his machine in op- 
eration and the vowels are produced 
synthetically. 

Dr, Marage purposes to modify the 
steam sirens used on shipboard 80 
that they will imitate the vowel 
soun''s Thus different phonetic 
syliatles may be obtained which 
may be used to form an internation- 
al alphabet. 

Another important application of 
this synthetic process can be made 
in the construction of ear trumpets 


— 


that will not fatigue the deaf, be- 
cause they will not modify the 
grouping of oscillation adapted to 


the car. Dr. Marage has also con- 
structed the ‘‘acouometer,” giving 
atypical sound of the vowel ‘‘a,’’ 
for example, which may be used as a 
standard to which certain other 
sounds may be referred. 

Thus there are fur greater possibi- 
lities for this self-talking machine | 
than appear from a first glance at 
{t. Now that it is possible to make 
exact mechanical reproductions of 
the |uman mouth with pliable lips, 
perfect teeth, and all the wonderful | 
inner mechanism, it would be pos- 
sible to use these mechanical word 
producers on a magnified scale on 
steamships at night and in fogs, 
and many disasters may thereby be 
averted. 

At present Dr. Marage is engaged 
in perfecting his invention and 
studying particularly those words 
in the production of which the 
cheeks play a more or less portant 
part, for in this direction he feels 
he hos not yet achieved perfection.
